THE SECOND MESSAGE 


The second of the presidential mes- 


sages hr.s been sent to congress for as- 
similation and attention. This nie-sxage 
dwells upon our foreign relations with a 
chapter upon the value of the foreign 
-trade, the exports having exceeded $2,- 
000,000,000 in the last fiscal year and a 
gain over tue previous one of $300,000,- 
000. In connection 
with 
our 
foreign 


trade the president strongly urges gov- 
ernment aid in subsidies to our mer- 
chant marine, saying all the strong gov- 
ernments of the world grant heavy sub- 
sidies to their merchant marine, and 
that unless we also so come to its aid we 
•will Ing behind in transportation under 
the flug. 


Under this head is explained about the 


mobilization of troops along the Mexican 
border, stating our ambassador to Mex- 
ico had personally pointed out the im- 
perative necessity of protecting not only 
our borders but to protect the thousands 
of our citizens in Mexico, and that this 
Gt«i> was so taken. 
Our relations with 


all countries is peaceful and there is 
nothing in the message calculated to pro- 
voke the slightest comment from any 
country, unless it be Russia. 


The arbitration treaties prepared by 


the state department are treated of, say- 
ing the treaties with England and France 
are awaiting confirmation by the senate. 
Other arbitration treaties are proposed, 
and the president impresses with his 
earnestness in arbitration as the world's 
best, ixtsuranue of pence. 


Treaties are proposed

American countries, notably 
Honduras 


and Nicaragua. Our relations with the 
republic of raniuna are peaceful and our 
only concern is the maintenance of quiet- 
ness uml in'iiring of constitutional order,
